The apparent diagnosis 
was li\Hvolutional Depression. She was ccmmited 
to the nospital but returned home apparently 
after 8-9 months much improved. The family 
resumed, some living with the mother and soma 
with the father. 



The mother died subsequently several years 
after her hospitalization. The children, at 
the time of the separation, were sent to foster 
homes for periods varying from a summer to a 
year, thus being scattered throughout the 
Chicago area. They all felt the pressure; they 
united complaining of the pressure of poverty, 
the pressure of constant turmoil in the house, 
some siding with the father but most with the 
mother. 



After the dispersion of the children, they 
went their separate ways , but were at least 
potentially interested in each other. The sis- 
ter, Eva, and the prisoner were especially 
close. The prisoner and the sister, Eva, agreed 
tint they inherited the father's "explosive" 
tendencies, although none were alcoholic. The 
father died at 88, and in his later years was 
supported by the children. The heme had no cen- 
tral influence, except perhaps the desire to 
escape from poverty. The children made a mod- 
erate success in life mostly in business, the 
older one being the only individual to be edu- 
cated beyond high school.

He began to worry about the. posters ashing for 
the inpe.3elrr.ent of Judge Warren, Ha was over- 
whelmed bu the hatred displayed.

2. His speech indicates this constant striving 
after aspirations of a higher life with a basic 
inadequacy.

But with all this he uses phrases that indicate 
a lack of judgment, a lack of understanding that 
there must be mental preparation for a cultured • 
life. He resembles Cleckley's Semantic, Dementia, 
a condition where the words have no to 

the deeds of the patient. In talking about Ms. ■ , 
girl friend, to whoa he was engaged for tea years, 
he said, "She was a clean, moral girl . „ but 
you must get promiscuous after ten years". In 
tallcng about handling some rough customers in 
his bar he said, "I told them I’ll shew you what 
muscle is". In talking about his feelings about 
the anti-Kennedy whispering campaign, he said .. 

"He is one of ours . . inwardly Coras a represent- 
ative of the Jewish people". In praising nis 
placing of ads for the newspaper he said, "I know 
the' semantics of words"* In speaking about hLs 
Impulses to buy somebody food, he said, "I wanted 
to get drunk on Kosher food". In speaking about 
his sister's mourning when they cried together 
he said, "She was contagious to me". The signi- 
ficance of this end many other phrases is in 
itself indication of an actual intellectual disorder 
which is not readily visible on the surface, since 
in a rapid flew of speech the prisoner can cover 
it up. It is note-worthy that his actual mental 
level clinically is average, although the pscho- 
metric examination will more specifically pin- 
point this . 

3. The emotional reaction of the prisoner to 
the President end his family deserves careful 
consideration. There is no doubt that he was 
depressed beyond that experienced by most of the 
population of this country at the time of this 
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assassins tier., The nrisonsr's description of 
tire President, of Mrs. Kennedy, of the former's 
charm ar.d manner cannot be reproduced irr words 
here: Essentially, it was the speech of £ nan 

in love with another ran. It was a love that 
passed beyond a rational appreciation of a great 
man, coring out of the unconscious. Tire prisoner 
said, "This is the end of ry life" wires, tire Presi- 
dent died, and in so doing he expressed more than 
mourning. 



His hatred of Gerald was also _ determined _cut 

when he spoke of hir - bespoke the evidence of 
a psychological conflict within the prisoner. 
George Senator, his tcctaeh tat it precisely when 
he said about jack's condition on Ecvember 22 and
